KILLED BY CARS. 


A Railroad Workman's Awful Death 
at Hyde Park.

The jury found that the decased came to 
his death by being run over by cars of the 
California Central Railroad, near Hyde 
Park, and that no blame is attached to said 
company.

The Bodkin case was resumed yesterday 
morning at half-past 9.

COURTHOUSE. 

In regard to the safety of the public rec- 
ords, to which Your Honor called our at-

We deem it prudent 
to recommend the removal of the kitchen 
from the present location, and put the same 
above ground.

We would suggest a 
few chan a in the management. 

First, the physician should be ex-oflicio

It has all the 
elements essential fur productiveness, 
and the industrious farmer can support 
his family better on ten acres of Cali- 
fornia land than he can on a hundred 
acres of land in Illinois.

Their Eyes Opened. 


At last San Francisco has a news- 
paper which drops the scales from its

Our Abused Postoffice. 


It is a fact well known to the people 
of Los Angeles that there are now in 
this city more transients than was ever 
known before at this time of year. In 
fact, the city is crowded. It is also 
well known that there are not enough 
clerks in the Los Angeles postoflice to 
perform the work in the proper man- 
ner. There are not enough by a third. 
The letter (given elsewhere) from the 
First Assistant Postmaster-General 
dispenses with the services of one of 
the clerks, which will endanger the 
dispatch of the paper mails from this 
out. This clerk has been engaged for 
the last six months. Taking him off 
will leave one less hand to send away 
the mails—a work already so onerous 
that the undiminished force can barely 
handle it. The principal mailing clerk 
and his assistants now have to work at 
least fifteen hours every’ day—fre- 
quently more, and hardly ever less.

DON PERALTA’S PROPERTY. 


A Sevant-Maid Said to be Heir toa 
Vast Estate. 

SAN Francisco, July 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The history of the forma- 
tion of the Casa Land Company, at Chey- 
enne, Wyo., with a capital stock of $25,000,- 
000, is made the occasion for an extensive 
article by the Examiner this morning. The 
company was incorporated to develop the 
Peralta grant, which contains 5,000,000 
acres, lying between Tucson and Pheenix, 
in Arizona. The land was originally owned 
by Don Peralta, an old Spanish settler, who 
obtained a patent from the Mexican Gov- 
ernment, nder stipulations of the treaty 
of vaieaore, Hidaigo the United States 
Government agreed to respect the old Span- 
ish title. Peralta died, leaving only a son 


as surviving heir to his estate. Many years 
o-this son went to Spain and died in the 
astilian capital. Three’ years ago 


J. Addison Reavis, of Missouri, ap- 
peared in Spain, having married an 18- 
year-old girl, whom he claimed to be the 
granddaughter of Don Peralta and heiress 
to this large property.. Reavis and his wife 
are now in the city, the Spanish Govern- 
ment having recognized Mrs. Reavis, or 
“Baroness ofthe Colorados,” as she is 
called, as the proper owner of the Spanish 
title to the land. 

The Examiner publishes an interview 
with a resident of Yolo county, who declares 
that the heiress is the daughter of a Mis- 
sourian named Treadwell, who married an 
Indian woman near Woodland. On tie 
other hand it is claimed that the girl is 
Spanish, and that her mother died in San 
Diego at her birth, and that shortly after 
this the girl’s father and grandfather went 
to Mendocino county, where Treadwell was 
engaged to tend stock. Both father and 
grandfather died in 1868, and the girl, it is 
claimed, Tell into the hands of Treadwell.

THE GRAPE CROP. 


Secretary Wetmore’s Estimate of the 
Yield—Serious Damage. 

SAN FRANcisco, July 27.—[{Special.] 
Responses to the circular issued by Secre- 
tary Clarence Wetmore,of the State Viticul- 
tural Commission, asking for information 
about the grape crop of the State have near- 
ly all been received, Los Angeles and 
Santa Clara being the only counties yet to 
hear from. From the reports it appears 
that the loss from coulure throughout the 
grape-growing region will be much heavier 
than that from frost, which did not injure 
the fruit or vines at all in some counties. 
Those sections of the State which escaped 
frost will suffer heavily from coulure, in 
some places the loss ranging as high as 40 
per cent. The grape crop is estimated by 
Mr. Wetmore.as producing 15,000,000 gal- 
lons of wine, with some chance of being re- 
duced by sunburn. The grapes will not 
contain as much juice as in former years, 
and this may tend to further reduce the 
yield of wine. 

The wine-growers of ‘Napa county have 
written to Mr. Shorb agreeing to furnish 
3500 tons of grapes if he will put a must- 
condensing machine in the Napa valley. 
They have offered him Zinfandel grapes at 
$15, Maloasia grapes at $12, and Mission 
grapes at $10 per ton.

The story told 
in the document is that, when the Mexican 
land was obtained, Guillermo Audrade, for 
himself, and in behalf of the Mexican 
Agricultural, Industrial and Colonizing 
Land Company. entered into a contract 
with Thomas H. Blythe for the develop- 
ment of the land. Blythe was to advance 
the necessary money, and Andrade was to 
give his time and services. Blythe fulfilled 
the contract, until his death, April 4, 1883. 
He died intestate, and the Probate Court of 
San Francisco took jurisdiction over his 
estate. When Andrade presented the above 
contract, the court recognizing it, ordered 
that the business be continued, as it existed 
while Blythe was alive. Under this ad- 
judication, two payments were ordered by 
the court, one of $10,000, and the other of 
$20,000, the last made in June, 1886. 
When further application was made last 
November for money, the court refused 
to grant it on the ground that the land be- 
onged to a corporation, and that Blythe 
was merely the owner of stock in that cor- 
poration, not owner of the land itself. The 
and in question includes about 1,200,000 
acres in Northern Mexico.

REV. CHERRINGTON’S LECTURE. 

At 10 a.m. Rev. F. B. Cherrington 
delivered an extremely interesting lect- 
ure, entitled Literature of India,” 
a synopsis of which follows: 

As with individuals so with nations; 
nothing so effectually roots out self- 
conceit and cultivates modesty as 
actual intercourse with the world, and 
real acquisition of knowledge. This 
fact has been demonstrated on a broad 
scale within the past half-century by 
the better understanding of each other, 
arrived at by the occident and orient. 
For centuries each had looked upon the 
other with contempt, and the enormous 
development of commerce, the in- 
creased facilities of travel and the gen- 
eral activity of the past years have all 
combined to bring nations widely sepa- 
rated into comparatively close rela- 
tions. One of the most manifest re- 
sults of this more intimate knowledge 
of each other isa mutual recognition 
of the excellencies peculiar to each. 

The orient begins to see that the 
young occident is succeeding greatly in 
reducing to practical realities many of 
the fondest dreams of their own great- 
est thinkers, while the occident is com- 
ing to understand that its glories owe 
much to the long ages of past research 
of the orient. Language, literation, 

science, art, social and philosophic and 

‘religious systems carried to such mar- 
velous heights of development among 
Western nations could not ibly 

have become what they are had not the 
nations of the East grappled with 
all these great problems and wrestled 
with them like Titans. | 

Well is it that we who compose the 
occident are beginning to say that the 
ht we now have is but the unfolding 

that day started in the orient. 

We shall guard against falling into 
either of the extremes taken-by some 
who, in magazines and papers, discuss 
this subject. 

_ The laudation of those who, dazzled 
by brilliancies, forget the immense 
amount of foolish trash in their litera- 
ture, and, on the other hand, the whole- 
sale condemnation of some disgusted 
by the fanatic foolishness, are unable to 
see the multitude of excellent things 
that abound. Prof. Max Miiller said: 
“Scholars who spend their lives in 
editing the original texts or the inter- 
pretation of some of the sacred books 
of the East are inclined, after disin- 
terring from a lot of rubbish some soli- 
tary fragments of pure gold, to exhibit 
these treasures only, and not display 
the refuse from which they came.

THE KEAL FACTS ABOUT THE 
TEXAS REFUGEE. 


fe Has Some Mighty Solemn Music to 


fave—Meant to Shoot the Officers 
~—A Woman Who Would Fight— 
Back to Texas. 


The facts in the case of Capt. T. L. 
Oglesby, ex-Sheriff of Maverick county, 
Texas, have never yet been made public. 
Some green papers have devoted themselves 
to honeying the prisoner, declaring that the 
charges of embezzlement, etc., against him 
were naught: that he was a good man 
sorely abused by political enemies in Texas; 
that he was really anxious to be taken back 
there and straighten matters up; would 
have gone of his own volition if he had not 
been arrested, and that he will soon be back 
here in the bosom of his friends, triumph- 
antly vindicated, ete. This isallrot. Tir 
Times has been for good while aware that 
Oglesby didn’t want to be caught, and that 
he had ‘mighty good reasons for his coyness. 


Now that safely on-his way to justice 
—beyond the reach of habeas corpuses, 
to tell the 


ete.—it may not be out of place 
facts in the case—and they furnish some 
ve ood reading. 
ie the first place, it has been perfectly 
evident that a case over which the Texan 
officials, from the Governor down, have 
been breaking their necks to get Oglesby, 
had something in it. Tue ‘TIMEs has 
already alluded to the dozens of telegrams 
and extensive correspondence which has 
ssed relative to Oglesby during the last 
our or five weeks. As a matter of fact, 
Oglesby will have to face no less than 
nineteen indictments, on almost any of 
which, those well informed claim, he is 
| apt to goto the pen. It will take 
£11,500 good bail to bail him out on these 
charges alone: and then there’s the still 
more important Arresures matter, for which 
bail has not been fixed. It is likely to be 
$10,000 or even $20,000. The heirs of Ar- 
resures have an approved claim for $100,000 
against the Government for Oglesby’s mal- 
feasance in surrendering an American 
citizen to be murdered in Mexico. 

But the true story of Oglesby’s arrest, till 
now untold—since the accounts published 
by contemporaries were ridiculous 
no-accounts—gives a very sensational 
interest in the matter. Tuk Times has

The imitiation of 
ass in this form has ceased almost en- 
irely. Cornihg happened to have a 
lass works where a prime article in 
ransparency was made. ‘‘That’s what 
took me so far out of the world,” said 
Mr. Hoare, as he stood in the midst of 
his treasures, clad in a frowsy working 
blouse, with his sleeves rolled up. Itis 
the greatest pride of the celebrated cut- 
ter that no maninhis establishment 
can do so good a re as he can himself. 
All his riches will not take him out of 
the realm of buzzing wheels, where the 
glass is Foing through the 
process. There are seven of these, a 
of which require skilled labor of a high 
order, and at none of which can hurry 
be induiged. The prismatic intricacies 
of the ware are completed on a variety 
of wheels, supplied with sea-sand and 
dripping water. The most delicate 
colors are produced pf the employment 
of wheels of various sizes. While I'stood 
by an artisan was cutting in relief 
the crest of the Prince of Wales 
on a set of goblets ordered by a 
wealthy Anglomaniac. The _ three 
wavey plumes in this heraldic sign 
were brought out with all the effective- 
ness of a cameo under the dainty touch 
of the workmen. Mr. Hoare told me 
that the lead glass used for cutting 
costs him 60 cents a pound. There is 
also a loss of 50 per cent. in weight in 
producing the finished piece from the 
uncut vessel. The manufacture of 
this glass is in itself very interesting. 
The establishment is entirely distinct. 
All the bulbs used in the millions of 
electric lamps of the Edison plants 
throughout the world are made at 
these works. A small army of men 
were filling orders of this kind the day 
I went through. At the Corning works 
the crucibles in which the glass is 
melted are now being made. For 
years it was thought necessary to im- 
rt them, as it is, their manufacture 
atrade of itself. Talk about the

Passengere—His Bold Attempts to 
Escape from the Officers. 


[Denver News.] 

known stage-robber, whose exploits on 
the frontier have given him a national 
reputation, is now sup to be in 
Denver. Last January, under a tech- 
ety of the law, he was released 
from penitentiary in New York 
State, where he had been sent to serve 
alife sentence. There has been but 
little said about him during the past 
few months, and, in fact, the general 
ublic seems to have lost trace of him. 
ollowing up the rumors yesterday, a 
representative of the News who had 
been detailed to investigate these re- 
ports ran across ex-United States Mar- 
shal P. P. Wilcox, who said: ‘I had 
been in hopes that this report would 
not reach any of the newspaper offices. 
Burton is now out of jail, and I hope 
‘he will try and reform and change 
from his old style of life. I can’t state 
that Burton is in the city, 
ta Denver detective who used to 


the streets. Of course you know the 
desperate attempt Burton made to es- 
cape from me on the train near Detroit, 
when I was taking him to the peniten- 
tiary at that place. Well, the detective 
referred to came to me of his own so- 
licitation and told me that he had seen 
Burton on the streets. The reason of 
his telling me was the fear that he had 
heard that Burton, if in the city, might 
attempt to revenge himself by making 
an attack on me.”’ : 

One of Burton’s most noted exploits 
was the robbing of the stage coach be- 
tween Lake mg and Alamosa, Juue 
28,1881. When the stage had arrived 
within nine miles of Alamosa at about 
midnight, suddenly the cry of ‘*Halt”’ 
was heard. A masked man, fearless 
yet courteous, with a cocked revolver, 
approached from the darkness and 
politely requested the passengers to 
a Across the road a heavy branch 
and canvas had been placed, and be- 
hind it the passengers observed dark 
objects, which appeared like men hold- 
ing their rifles ready for use. ‘‘Don’t 
shoot, boys,’”’ said the highwayman, 
who was none other than Burton him- 
self, turning around and speaking to 

the supposed guard behind the canvas. 
The passengers readily yielded to his 
demands, and after first being blind- 
folded were robbed of their money, 
amounting, it is said to $2000, and 


manner he had first advanced and 
cried “Halt.” But what was the 
amazement of the passengers after his 
departure on making the discovery 
that there were no men behind the 
canvas, and that what they supposed 
to be rifles were sticks. Fourteen pas- 
sengers had been robbed by one man. 
The robbery was all the more daring 
when it is rememberet that Burton 
Was consumptive and lame in one 


eg. 

A few days later Burton was cap- 
tured by Pat Desmond in Pueblo, and 
July’ 1st started with hia prisoner for 
Denver. But Burton made a bold 
attempt for liberty while en route to 
this city, jumping from the train 


twenty-five miles an hour. Desmond 
and a number of passengers soon fol- 
lowed him, but it was not until after 
Desmond fired a close shot at him that 
Burton was recaptured. On arriving 
in Denver he was placed in the County 
Jail, and soon stories of his past ex- 
ploits began tobe circulated. It ap-

ed in his cell by Deputy United 
States Marshal Sim Cantrill of this 
city, he made a bold play for liberty. 
Suddenly producing a tinfoil pistol he 
shouted to Cantrill: ‘‘Hold up your 
Cantrill at the time did not 
detect the ruse, but nevertheless made 
a rush for the prisoner, expecting to 
have a life and death struggle with 
Burton. It was only a short time 
previous to this that Billy LeRoy had 
esca from Cantrill on a train near 
Wallace, Kan., and he was determined 
that Burton should not be so success- 
ful. .Seizing Burton, Cantrill threw 
him on the floor. and then discovered 
the ruse the highwayman had at- 


After his trial and conviction, United 
States Marshal P. P. Wilcox started 
with his prisoner for Detroit, for no 
Western jail was considered strong 
enough for so desperate a man. When 
near Detroit, Burton, by some means 
never yet found out, suddenly removed 
the handcuffs himself and knocked 
Marshal Wilcox down by striking him 
over the head with the cuffs. But the 
Marshal, regaining his feet, grasped 
his prisoner, who exclaimed: ‘‘ Wilcox, 
V’ll have my liberty or die.”” The pas- 
sengers rushed from the car and both 
men continued their hand-to-hand 
Both were bieeding from the 
wounds of the encounter. Suddenly 
Burton made a grasp for the Marshal’s 

tol. And while the Marshal andthe 

perate outlaw were writhing and 
twisting in their close fight, and Bur- 
lon using almost superhuman efforts to 
obtain possession of the weapon, a 
passenger came to the Marslial’s relief, 
and Burton was rehandcufted. Burton 


Philadelphia, and then to the peni- 
tentiary in New York, for no jail in 
the country was considered too strong 
forhim.

Two opposite and _ contradictory 
theories exist respecting the violent 
commotions in the atmosphere which 
are known to us by the name of tor- 
nadoes. One of these theories—which 
correspond to the popular. belief that 
waterspouts pump up water from the 
sea—attributes their cause to vast cur- 
rents of heated air rushing upward 
from the ground toward the clouds. 
The other theory assigns the cause of 
tornacoes to aerial whirlpools and ed- 
dies, which, originating in the upper 
regions of the atmosphere, stretch 
downward until they reach the soil.
